RELATION OF THE SILO 
AND SILAGE TO DAIRYING 


Development o f This Method of Keeping Green Fodder Has 
Made Winter Dairying Profitable* 


Twenty years ago few farm ers knew 
what a silo was, and few er still had 
ever seen one or fed ensilage to their 
stock. 
It would probably have been 
necessary at that tim e to publish a 
book describing the silo system , with 
definitions of silo and ensilage. 
Now 
all farmers who read agricultural pa­ 
pers, or who attend agricultural con­ 
ventions or agricultural colleges, are 
at least fam iliar with the fact that a 
silo is an air tight structure used for 
the preservation of coarse fodder in 
succulent condition, and that silage is 
the feed taken out, even though they 
nave not bad a chance to becom e fa­ 
miliar with the appearance and prop­ 
erties of the latter. 
It was not until the latte r p art of 
th e ’70’s th a t the building of silos in­ 
tended for the m anufacture of ensilage 
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lie would not go voluntarily. 
As a m atter of fact, we had no legal 
right to stop Hjensland.

T o d a y silos 
are very common in th e east, especial­ 
ly in the g re a t dairy district of 
the 
Mohawk valley, in 
New 
York, the 
w estern reserv e of Ohio, and the Elgin 
district of northern Illinois and south­ 
ern W isconsin, in the latter state be­ 
ing as common as barns. 
In J SHS the U nited S lates d ep a rt­ 
m ent of agriculture could find only 91 
farm ers in this 
whole 
country 
who 
used silos. 
T he feeding of silage is 
now considered a necessity on thou­ 
sands of dairy farm s in the United 
S tates and it is a noticeable fact th at 
th e states and localities ranking first 
in dairy Im portance are the 
ones in 
which the m ost silos are found. 
It is 
likely th a t if a census w ere taken of 
the n um ber of silos in use 
in 
this 
country to-dav, we would find between 
400.000 and 500.O00. 
T he siloing of feed com pares favor­ 
ably with the canning of fruits and 
v e g e ta b le s 
T here a re various feeds 
that can be siloed, but it h as been def­ 
initely determ ined that Indian corn is 
best adapted for this purpose. 
How­ 
ever. alfalfa and cow peas, or soy­ 
beans, are being siloed at the present 
tim e with great success. A m ixture of 
alfalfa and corn, or soy-beans and corn. 
is preferable to eith er of these siloed 
alone, on account of 
the 
balanced 
n u trim en ts which these feeds contain. 
T he advantages of silos, as ♦‘num er­ 
ated by John R. Filch in P rairie F arm ­ 
er, are numerous. 
The silo enables 
the farm er to preserve a larg e r q u an ­ 
tity of th e food m aterial of the orig­ 
inal fodder for the feeding th e farm 
animals th an is possible by any other 
bystem of preservation now known. 
Sum m arizing tho considerations eon- 
corning tho relative losses of food ma- 


silage on the digestive system and 
general health of the anim al is very 
beneficial. 
It is a mild laxative and 
acts in this way very sim ilar to green 
fodder. 
T he filling of silos is th e all-impor­ 
tant problem a t the present time. 
As 
has previously been stated, corn is 
one of tho best feeds for m aking sil­ 
age. 
Corn should be left in the field 
before cutting until 
it has 
passed 
through tho doughy state, th a t is until 
the kernels are 
well 
dented 
and 
glazed, as in the case of flint varieties. 
T he cu ttin g of corn for the silo I# 
usually done on small farm s by hand. 
M any farm ers have been using self- 
rakfng an i 
corn-binding 
h a rv esters 
for this purpose, w hile others report 
good success with a sled or platform 
cutter. 
If the corn stands up well 
and is not of a very large variety, 
the end sought may be reached in a 
very satisfactory m an n er by eith er of 
these methods. 
If, on the o th er hand, 
much of the corn is down, hand cut­ 
ting is to be preferred. 
A n u m b er of different 
m akes 
of 
corn h arv esters and corn cu tters a re 
now on the m arket, and it is very like­ 
ly th a t hand cutting for fodder will 
be clone away with in the years 
to 
come, at least on large farms. 
A fter the corn is cut, a low rack, 
with wagon, is very essential for haul­ 
ing the corn, for corn In the green 
state is extrem ely heavy and requires 
much energy to load the sam e on high 
wagons. The corn having been hauled 
from the field to the silo has still to 
be reduced to a fine, hom ogeneous 
mass, convenient for feeding and eco­ 
nomical as far as the utilization of 
th e silage for feed is concerned. 
In 
order to do this the whole of the corn. 
ears and ill, m ay be run through the 
ensilage cutter. 
The corn is unloaded on a table 
and run Through 
the 
cutter, a fte r 
which it is carried through a tube by 
m eans of a blast of air, up into the 
silo window', and is delivered into th e 
middle of the silo. 
If corn is siloed ea rs and all. it is 
necessary to keep a man or boy in 
the silo w hile it is being filled to level 
the surface and tram p down the sides 
and corners. 
If left by 
itself the 
heavier pieces of corn will be throw n 
each way and the light leaves and tops 
will com e closest to the discharge, 
and as a result the corn will not set­ 
tle evenly and the different layers of 
ensilage w;l! have a different feeding 
value. 
A fter the filling process, the o n 
m aterials should be leveled off. and 
the common and m ost successful prac­ 
tice is to keep th e m aterial higher at 
the sides th an in the center, and do 
all the ti*imping at, and close to. th e 
sides, w h e r e th e friction of the w a ll 
tends to prevent as rapid settling as 
takes place in the center. 
F o r th is 
reason, in the m odern deep silo, no 
trum ping, or at least as little as pos­ 
sible. should i>e done except close to 
the walls. 
The weight of silage ac­ 
com plishes m ore than any am ount of 
tram ping, and all th a t Is necessary is 
to see that th e silage is evenly dis­ 
tributed and to assist in settling by 
som e tram p in g at the side*. 
After the silo is filled the silage is 
left to settle. 
In th e course of sev­ 
eral weeks a layer at the top. approx­ 
im ately a foot deep, will begin to de-

terial, as given by th e various stations, 
in field-curing and siloing of Indian 
corn, we m ay say th a t th e latter, un­ 
der favorable conditions, is far m ore 
economical than 
th e 
former, 
and 
therefore a larger quantity of food m a­ 
terials is obtained^by filling the silo 
with fodder corn. than by any other 
m ethod of preservation known a t the 
present time. 
Besides this com es the 
great problem of succulency. 
All feeds of a succulent n atu re are 
more digestible and m ore 
palatable 
than dry leeds. 
W e all know the dif­ 
ference betw een a juicy ripe apple, 
and dry fruit. 
In the drying of fruits, 
as well as In the drying of corn fod­ 
der, 
w ater is the m ain com ponent 
taken aw ay. 
This causes a loss of 
certain 
flavoring 
m aterials, 
which, 
though thew do not vary much in the 
chem ist’s balance, are of th e g reatest 
im portance in rendering food m ate­ 
rials palatable. 
It is the sam e food m aterials which 
are washed out of the hay during 
heavy rains, and renders such hay of 
no value, often of no more value than 
so much straw —not because it does 
not contain nearly as much food sub­ 
stance, like protein, fat. starch and 
sugar, but because of the substances 
that render hay palatable having been 
removed by the rain. 
I he influence of 
well 
preserved 


Cgy and mould and seal the rest from 
fu rth e r decomposition. 
W hen 
feed­ 
ing tim e com es this top layer is re­ 
moved to a depth sufficient to reach 
pure silage. 
T he silage in a silo is 
alw ays m ore or less heated on account 
of the ferm entative process, hence the 
top layer, which is cooled from one 
feed to another, should be raked off 
evenly a n i then fed. 
Silage, the sam e as canned products, 
should not he exposed to air for too 
long a time, for decomposition takes 
place very rapidly. 
T he principal 
lesson to be learned 
from experim ents is th a t the farm er 
who would 
produce 
milk 
cheaply 
should have alfalfa or clover hay and 
a silo. 
A com bination of silage and 
alfalfa hay m ake the cheapest milk 
producing ration available. 
The addi­ 
tion of grain will increase the milk 
flow to som e extent, especially in the 
first few m onths of the lactation pe­ 
riod. 
L ater in the period the need 
for grain decreases, and from 
the 
standpoint of most economical produc­ 
tion very little grain is see d e d if al­ 
falfa roughage is provided for feed­ 
ing. 


The Bull Calf.—T reat th e bull calves 
gently and they m ay not develop ugly 
tem pers; but do not trust them when 
they become large. 
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
